Section 1 ; PURPOSE: 

The Corporation is organized exclusively for the promotion 
of social welfare, more specifically the following; 

To promote, encourage and foster the common good and general 
welfare of the people of the United States through bringing about 
civic betterments and social improvements; 

To promote, encourage and foster citizen involvement in 
governmental and other public processes by which social decisions 
are made; 

To promote, encourage and foster the establishment of organ- 
izations of lawyers and other professional persons working in 
the public interest to aid fishermen, outdoorsmen, and citizens in 
general in elimination water pollution, which deprives people of 
their public and private right to earn a livelihood and to e^- 
the nation's waters as recreation spots, fish and shellfish habitats, 
and sources of drinking v/ater supplies.
